Homecoming and Shrine Bowl Team Up 


This Saturday afternoon, the Concordia Stingers will host their crosstown rivals, the McGill 
Redmen, in a high-energy football game that is expected to draw one of the largest crowds in 
Concordia history. 

The event is Concordia’s Homecoming Game and the 14th annual Shrine Bowl. It will com- 
bine the school spirit and nostalgia of a reunion with the pageantry and color of a classic bowl 
game. There will also be a healthy dose of competitiveness as the Stingers attempt to avenge the 
20-15 loss suffered at the hands of the Redmen on Sept. 9. 

Concordia heads into the contest with an 0-2 win-loss record, while McGill is undefeated in its 
first two games. The Stingers are in a difficult position, but team captain and starting centre Alex 
Oliveira says there’s no cause for concern. 

“This weekend we’re going to prove to football fans in Montreal that Concordia is the best uni- 

‘ersity football program in the province,” he says. “We know we have to step it up. Even with our 
oacks against the wall we can succeed and we're going to show our fans that we are still the team 
to watch.” 

The Stingers showed flashes of brilliance in the Sept. 9 game. Running back Jean-Michel 
Paquette carried the ball 15 times for 119 yards and a touchdown, while wide receiver Brad Remus 
caught caught six passes for 98 yards. On defence, safety Sean Hoas made 13 tackles and recov- 
ered a fumble. 

With home-field advantage, Concordia expects a very different outcome. The Stingers haven’t 
lost a regular season game at home since Sept. 1, 1997, when they were edged 20-19 by the 
Ottawa Gee-Gees. The Stingers won the 1999 Shrine Bowl 45-0 before 3,500 fans at Concordia 
Stadium. 

Game time is 1 p.m. Tickets are $8 for adults, $5 for non-Concordia students, $3 for 
Concordia students and seniors, and children 13-and-under are admitted free of charge. Tickets are 
on sale now at the Concordia Athletic Complex, 7200 Sherbrooke St. W., N.D.G.
